SHAKSPEARE’S Tragedy of King Lear will be revived at 
this Theatre on Thursday evening next, with all the available 
streagth ef the company. Yesterday evening the Tragedy of 
Macbeth and the Pantemime were performed to a good house. 

DRURY LANE THEATRE, 

_ TuHEattraction of Charles Kean’s Hamlet is unprecedented ; 
his sixth performance of the part on Friday evening brought 
the largest rece'pt since his first night ; amongst the visitors in 
the private boxes, were Lord and Lady John Russell, Lord and 
Lady Fitzroy Somerset, Sir Francis Burdett, and his rich 
daughter Miss Burdett Coutts, &c. The boxes are almo st all taken 
for his three next performances, and itis expected he will per- 
form the character 12 times before he appears as Richard the 
Third. There was a capita] house here last night to the Tra- 
gedy of Hamlet, and the Pavtomime. 

Rogsini, who appears to decline any longer writing io France, 
or for France, is about to re-arrange an Opera by Pavesi, enti- 
tled Sermare Antonino, which is to be brought out at Milan 
with great splendour. Madame Manuel Garcia is taid to be 
‘about to make her début at the Grand Theatre of Parma. . She 
is to appear in Za Sonnambula. Extraordinary things are re- 
lated of this young cantatrice, whose voice and performance 
vividly recal to mind the finest qualities of her gifted relative, 
poor Malibran. This has been said of several singers, and the 
promise has never been fulfilled. 

The cause of the fire at the ltalian Opera House, in Paris, has 
beeo ascertained. Upon an inspection of the ruins by a commis- 
sion of architects, under the direction of M. Davoste, Commissary 
of Police, it was discovered that in a room On the first fioor, te- 
wards the Rue Favart, there was a large stove, tho flue of which 
came in contact with a beam inthe buildirg, which caught fire 
whence the heat extended to the draperies of one of the boxes, 
which broke into flames, and soon carried destruction through 
the house. The beam itself was burnt through to the extent of 
a few inches only, but the remainder continues still in its place, 
wnconsumed. The fire has consumed the whole of the house 
itself, and of the part appropriated to the stage, but several of 
jhe rooms of the actresses, and of the private apartments of the 
Directors, and persons employed in the Theatre, though damaged, 
have not been entirely destroyed, inconsequence of the resistance 
epposed to the flames by the front wall of the enclosure, which 
also preserved the exterior walls. The King sent for Mess,Robert 
and Viardot totheTuileries to assure them of the kind interest he 
takes in the affairs of the ltalian Opera. The performances were 
to recommence last night at the Saile Ventadour.

The overture to Don Giovanni was 
never rehearsed, but performed at sight by the Opera band at 
Prague, on which Mozart observed ‘‘It went off very well, al- 
though there were many notes absen: without leave.”
